TO DEAL DIRECTLY WITH 
AMERICAN CLAIMANTS.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—First 


Chief Carranza, having failed to 
reach an agreement with the United 
States over the question of deciding 
how American claims against Mex- 
ico should be considered, has re- 
sorted to a new method of pro- 
cedure. He hag decides: to ignore 
the State Department's ovjections, to 
his exclusive Mexican claims com- 
mission ard invite Americans to deal 
dire.tly with Mexico irrespective of 
the views of their own government. 
As an initial move in th plan, of- 
ficials here note that Carfanza al- 
ready has established 41 financial 
agency at 120 Broaiway and has 
begun to advertise his willingness 
to settle claims along lies vague- 
ly summarized. Gen. Candido 
Aguilar is understood to have been 
instructed to do business with the 
American claimants direct and not 
to waste further time trving to ob- 
tain an official O. K. on Cerranza’s 
*eheme from Washington. 


The effevt of the latest Carransista 


move has partly amazed and partly 
amused officials here.

On the day previous to 
the marriage am agreement Was on- 
tered into between the couple re- 
garding the disposition of his es- 
tate on his death. Mrs. Eaton agreed 
to abide by the terms of the will 
and accept approximately one- 
fourth of the estate and the other 
three-fourths, under the terms cf 
the will, Were to be divided equally 
among the three sons, Ezra . Mal- 
golm and Charles Eaton. 


Mrs. Eaton, in contesting the bill

ON A LECTURE TOUR.

Occidental President Goes to Oregon: 
Faculty Does Research Work. 


President Silas Evans of Occi- 
dental College left Tuesday for 
Eugene, Or., where he will start on 
a course.of ten lectures throughout 
the State in connection with the Uni- 
versity of Oregon. 

Dr. C. O. Esterly of the college 
recentiy presented to the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science a phase of his studies in the 
sea life of the Pacific, made at the 
La Jolla station for the investigation 
of submarine biology. He shows that 
oceanic organjsms tend to move up- 
ward toward the surface at night. 
while during the day they descend 
te lower and darker levels. The larg- 


‘er part of the paper is devoted to an 


explanation of the reasons for this 
diurnal migration. 

Dr. John C. Shedd, of the college, 
has recently contributed to the pub- 
lications of the American Associa- 
tion a paper upon the formation of 
snow crystais. A comparison of over 
200 photographs reveals the 
that the snowflake follows not acci- 
dent but fixed laws, in its formation. 
Each crystal begins with the same 
primitive type and changes its form 
in each successive stage of its 
growth. Thus its history and age can 
be determined from the form in 
which it happens to be found. 

Paul Kirkpatrick, assistant in 
physics at the college, also recently 
presented to the American Associa- 
tion of Science a study of the revers- 
ible pendulum. Next fall Mr. Kirk- 
patrick is to assume the position of 
assistant in physics at the State Uni- 
versity.

MISSIONARIES HELD 
BLAMELESS IN KOREA. 


[A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
TOKIO, June 5.—Reports that 
American missionaries incited the 


Korean» insurrection are quite in- 
correct, according to a statement of 
K. Yoshizawa, counsellor of the 
Japanese Foreign Office. who has re- 
turned after an investigation of the 
situation in Korea. 

Speaking to Japanese newspaper 
men, Mr. Yoshizawa expressed the 
view that the disturbances wert the 
outcome of a collision between the 
old-fashioned thought of the Ten- 
dokyo cult and the modern thought 
produced by the influence of -Chris- 
tianity. Mr. Yoshizawa continued: 

“A lack of perfect understanding 
between Japanese and Koreans is 
one of the main causes of the dis- 
turbance, but the principal cause 
that led to the uprising ts the dis- 
content and complaint in the mind 
of the Koreans, which suddenly 
burst out, prompted by the new-born 
thought kindled by the principle of 
self-determination. The simple and 
childish political thoughts of the 
Korean people can be well imagined 
from the fact that a large number 
of Koreans came to the government 
general at Seoul at the time of the 
disturbance in March and April and 
inquired of the officials about the 
truth of the alleged independence 
of Korea. 

“How to save the futures of Korea 
and Koreans is a grave question 
that seriously taxes the brain of the 
Japanese government.” *

The free na- 
tions that fought to make the world safe 
for women and children are not content 
that violence, anarchy and banditry shall 
longer lay claim to the fertile and pop- 
ulous territory south of the Rio Grande. 
Conditions in Mexico in 1919 are as chaotic 
and barbarous as thore In Cuba in 1898, 
and the time has apparently arrived when 
this country must give Mexico back to 
civilization, as it restored Cuba twenty 
years Ago. 

Our Monroe Doctrine cannot be preserved 
if it is permitted to rust out for want of 
use. The governments associated with the 
United States at the Peace Conference are 
known to have asked some pointed ques- 
tions as to the occasion for the emphatic 
demand for the incorporation in the cove 
nant of the League of Nations of that doc- 
trine, when our government no longer en- 
forces it. 

As pointed out by the Washington cor 
respondent of The Times. Mexico is re- 
garded by European governments as one 
of the plague spots of the world. They do 
not possess that degree of altruism which 
looks on, unresistingly while their citizens 
are plundered and murdered and their prop- 
erty destroyed, hoping that some good may 
ultimately come of it. For nearly a hun- 
dred years, Greet Britain has looked to this 
country to protect the rights of her citizens 
in Mexico and South America. She has 
refrained from armed interference only be- 
cause the United States claimed the sole 
right under its Monroe Doctrine to preserve 
the peace of the Western Hemisphere. But, 
in the eyes of Europe, the United States has 
been delinquent in its duty in regard to 
Mexico and the time has arrived when this 
nation must either restore order in Mexi- 
can territory or relinquish the task to other 
countries that are able and willing to do so. 

Recently the assurance was given by the 
British government to the stockholders of 
Mexican railways that the United States was 
about to intervene In Mexico to restore or- 
der and return to private owners property 
which the Mexican government had seized 
and was holding without any compensation. 
No official announcement has come from 
Washington on the Mexican situation: but 
the report is current in diplomatic circles 
that President Wilson will send a special 
‘message to Congress, recommending that 
the United States shell use its military 
forces to restore order and provide a gov- 
ernment for Mexico. Such action was fore- 
cast when Mexico was not included in the 
governments privileged to become, at the 
present time, members of the League of 
Nations. | 

Semicivilized conditions in Mexico are 
due wholly to misgovernment. There are 
millions of square miles of fertile land in 
Mexico; its wealth in mines and oil is 
tremendous; the native population is not 
inclined to be turbulent; but the country 
has been drifting for seven years like a 
ship without a rudder. Our government 


assumed a grave responsibility when, more 
than fifty years ago, it ordered France out 
of Mexico. There is little question but that 
France would have established orderly gov- 
ernment and that French capital would 
. have developed Mexican resources. Mexico 
would have made progress equal at least 
to that of Canada: for the Mexican states 
have a better climate and more fertile soil 
than the Canadiar provinces. 

We have seen Mexico torn by revolution 
after revolution aud two-thirds of the coun- 
try turned over to savage native tribes and 
armed banditry; but whenever there has 
been a suggestion of outside interference 
the cry of “big business” has been raised. 
It is well to remember that the idealists 
who protested so vociferously against inter- 
ference in Mexico became the pacifisis and 
the “conscientious objectors” when this coun- 
try took its place in the firing line of the 
free peoples of the world against military 
despotism. If they hed been gtven their 
way, France and Belgium would now be 
groaning under the yoke of a German mm- 


tary autocracy and the freedom of our own 
country would be seriously menaced. , 
These altrnists are still prating about the 
crime committed by the United States when 
it intervened to establish representative 
in Cuba. They may be de- 
u to raise their old hue and

For a term of years it has held the 
railways of the country forcibly in its pos- 
session without paying a dollar to their 
rightful owners. At no time during the 
last seven years has the aythority of the 
Federal government been acknowledged by 
all the Mexican states. Several hundred 
American citizens have been murdered in 


cated. British and French citizens have 
fared little better. Recent reports from 
south of the border show that the Federal 
troops are even greater bandits than the 
Villistas. 

Por such a condition there is but a single 
solution—-namely, intervention. The period 
of watchful waiting bus ended, and ended 
badly. Conditions are worse than at any 
other time during the last seven years, and 
there is no immediate prospect of better- 
ment. Intervention, there is bound to de. 
preferably by the United States—but in- 
tervention.

Ten days out camel cruising over 


Getting used to the motion of our 
burden bearer. Suggested seasick- 
ness at firet, but now it seems a 
Part of the lifo. Just as easy! As 
a pathfinder over the hot sands the 
camel is a wonder. Anyhow it beats 
pushing a wheelbarrow loaded to 
the gunwale with a keg of hops. 

They wanted us to call our camel 
Carrie Nation, because it could 
carry a nation into the dry places.

Most of the 
old-timers have forgotten it, but 
over seventy years ago the Con- 
gress of our beloved country sent a 
commission to Egypt to buy a score 
of trained and pedigreed camels to 
be brought to this country for use in 
crossing what was then known as 
the Great American Desert, and thus 
enable persons from the Hast to 
reach California. The delegation 
went to Cairo and purchased a 
flossy flock of heavily upholstered 
camels for about $1200 apiece. They 
"also secured a few experienced Ara- 
bian camel drivers and imported 
the whole outfit to this country. 

Some of these camels were still 
on the job when they were opening 
eating houses on the railroad 
through Arizona, but as a general 
proposition this dromedary stage 
over the great American desert was 
a joke—a venture of which most of 
the Pullman piigrims to California 
never even heard 

Vet for some months past one has 
needed the seasoning of a camel to 
cross Arizona, for the State has 
been powerful dry. Now with the 
whole land so dry that it squeaks 
when you step on it, the camel has 
come*into his own. There was once 
a story about a man who had a 
drink every seven minutes and 
could hardly wait until the seven 
minutes were up.
